The difference between this figure 
and the National Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce's 421,000 June pro- 
duction total, announced in Friday's 
Automotive Daily News, is due to 
the fact that the N. A.C. C. figures 
included the estimated Canadian 
output 

Figures compiled the Depart- 
ment of Commerce for the first 
half of this year show passenger car 
production far in excess of the same 
period of last year For the first 
six months of 1928 the total output 
amounted to 1.965.727, as against 
1,802,620 for the corresponding 
period of last year 

At the present rate of increase 
thus far this year there appears 
every indication that the total out- 
put for the whole of 1928 will set 
another new record for the industry. 

On the other hand, an exami- 
nation of the figures for truck 
production indicates that the to- 
tal for 1928 will fall far short of 
last year's output. Last month 
truck production amounted to
